W ashington, Feb. 27.—Gen. Harrison 
held a general reception Tuesday evening, 
and noarly all the leaders of the Repub­ 
lican party called. 
Tho family are de­ 
lighted with their rooms, which were ar­ 
ranged for their reception, and Mrs. Har­ 
rison said that she feared she would be 
sorry to move next Monday. 
They were 
not only newly decorated but were filled 
with the most beautiful flowers. Mr. Elliot 
F. Shepard sent a largo basket of roses to 
each of the ladies in the party—Mrs. Har­ 
rison, Mrs. McKee, Mrs. Harrison, Jr., and 
Mrs. Saunders, her mother. 
Mr. and Mrs. 
Adams of Chicago left a beautiful cluster 
upon tho center table, and Mrs. Blaine, 
Mrs Hiscock, Mr. Roselle, the proprietor 
of the hotel, Congressman Bolden and wife 
of Rochester, and several others remem­ 
bered them in a similar manner until the 
room looked as if it had been adorned for a 
ball. 
There were a good many cards piled upon 
the table while Gen. Harrison was resting 
from the journey, but none of them Was 
carried into him. 
Sergt. Dinsmore, an old 
attache of tho White House in Republican 
time, and Gen. Arthur’s favorite attend­ 
ant, appeared as if by magic to take charge 
of things and seomed to be pleased with his 
duty. 
Ho passed tho time of day with 
callers and told them that tho General must 
bo excused until evening, but when a large, 
erect man, with snow-white beard and 
hair, wearing a rumpled chincilla overcoat 
and a silk hat rubbed the wrong way, made 
his appearance about 3:30 ho was admitted 
At once. 
There had been a little prelude at the 
desk in the office. 
The man with the white 
beard and hair had not learned the ropes 
and had gone there first, as he would have 
done had ho been seeking an ordinary 
guest. 
He drew |fom his pocket a card­ 
case and took out three cards, which ho 
handed to the clerk. 
On two of them was 
inscribed tho name of Mr. James G. Blaine, 
on tho third was Mrs. James G. Blaine. As 
ho handed the card to the clerk ho asked 
that they be sent to Mr. and Mrs. Harfl- 
6on. 
The clerk looked him in the eye and 
said: 
“It is hardly necessary for you to 
send in your cards, Senator. ’ ’ 
“ Well,” ho replied, hesitatingly, “ It is 
the Customary and proper thing.” 
When the bellboy disappeared through 
tho corridor Mr. Blaine stepped back into

It was the first time ho had met Gen. 
Harrison since his brother’s murder. 
Tho family sat down to dinner about 
G:30 o’clock. 
It was a very J elaborate 
affair—the menu being something petter 
than that served to the ordinary guests of 
tho hotel—and there was a good deal of 
formality, but only the family appeared at 
the table. 
Before tho dinner was over Gen. 
Harrison took his hat and started out with 
Mr. McKee for a long walk, being gone 
more than an hour. 
Afterjhis return until 
nearly midnight ho was constantly re­ 
ceiving callers, and the parlors were full 
of public men and their ladies who called to 
pay Gen. and Mrs. Harrison a welcome.

W ashington, Feb. 27.—Having become 
aware from past experience that the rule 
setting apart tho hour between IO and l l 
o’clock for the consideration of measures 
by unanimous consent had become a dead 
letter by reason of filibustering very few 
members wero in attendance when the 
Houso was called to order. 
A few messaged/from tho President 
vetoing various pension bills having been 
read aud deferred the Speaker proceeded 
to clear his table. 
The bill, with Senate amendments, for 
opening to settlement a portion of tho 
Sioux reservation in Dakota having been 
laid before the House the amendments were 
non-concurred in and a conference was or­ 
dered. 
On motion of Mr. Joseph, (N. M.) the bill 
for the establishment of tho Lincoln land 
district in New Mexico was passed. 
The table having been cleared of business 
the Speaker, acting in conformity with the 
special order, 
recognized 
Mr. 
Abbott 
(Texas), who called upon a bill for the 
eeoction of a public building at Fort Worth, 
Texas. 
But tho recognition availed him little, 
for Mr. Bland (Mo.) was instantly on his 
feet with a motion for a half-hour recess. 
In view of this motion, and conscious of 
tho fact that the time of the House would 
l»o frittered away until 11 o’clock, Mr. 
Randall asked unanimous consent to report 
from tho committee on appropriations the 
sundry civil bill, with Senate amendments. 
But aggrieved at the nullification of the 
special order, Mr. Biggs (Cal.), whoso name 
stands high on tho list of recognitions, ob­ 
jected, and the Houso relapsed into the 
condition of inaction which has character­ 
ized it so much of late. 
Tho hour of l l o’clock having arrived, 
Mr. Bland withdrew his motion, and Mr. 
Randall reported tho sundry civil bill.

Pigott in his confession said that lie had 
forged all tho letters which purported to 
have been written by Messrs. Egan, Purnell, 
Davitt, and O’Kelley. 
Ho also admitted 
that he had been guilty of perjury in his 
evidence bofore tho commission. 
Sir Charles Russell applied for a warrant 
for tho arrest of Pigott. 
Presiding Justice 
Hannen said a warrant would bo ready in 
an hour. 
Attorney-General Webster, for tho Times, 
said that no other witness was ready and 
that he would havo to consider what 
course to pursue. 
He would also have to 
decide whether or nut ho would resumo any 
part of tho case. 
When Pigott was called to take tho stand 
he did not appear. 
After the court had 
waited for sumo time counsel for tho Times 
stated to tho judges that Pigott had left 
his hotel at ll o’clock Monday night and 
that the counsel wero ignorant of his 
whereabouts. 
This statement caused a sensation in the 
court room. 
The court took a recess for 
half an hour. 
Mr. Soames, solicitor for the Tiu-.es, em­ 
phatically denies doing anything, directly 
or indirectly, to assist in Pigott’s escape. 
After the recess Sir Charles Russell de­ 
manded that tho court summon tho con­ 
stable and detectives who were with Pigott, 
in order that thoy might explain how ho 
succeeded In getting away.

letter from Pigott,(and that ho would call 
upon Mr. Shannon to prove it. 
Sir Charles

ob jected to tho introduction of the lotter. 
S ir Charles Russell said that owing to tho 
attorney-general’s objection he would not 
read tho letter, but as that, with other 
documents, bore upon Pigott’s disappear­ 
ance, he claimed that in tho interest of 
justice ho should make a statement. 
Pre­ 
siding Justice Hannen said that evidence 
must be called in support of the statement. 
Sir Charles acauiesced in tho decision. 
He added that tho letter and documents 
showed the moans by which ho had fixed 
upon l’igott as tho forger. 
Pigott con­ 
fessed to Mr. Lewis, Mr. Parnell’s solicitor, 
that ho was tho forger, 
and Parnell, who were 
confession was made, 
this statement.

Ho asked tho court to impound 
tho documents which arrived at Auderton’S, 
addressed to Pigott, in care of Houston. 
Sir Charles added that Pigoit had made his 
escape, assisted by a body-guard consisting 
Qf an Irish constable and two Scotland 
Yard detectives. 
Mr. Labouehero, Sir Charles said, had 
received a lotter from Egan in July, 1868, 
in consequence of which a number of doc­ 
uments were handed to Mr. Labouchere. 
Sir Charles asked permission to call wit­ 
nesses to testify to information which the 
court ought to have. 
Sir Charles further 
said that Pigott, in the presence of Mr. 
George Augustus Sala, signed a confession 
that tho documents ho had produced wero 
forgeries and that he was the forger. QThe 
confession was sent to Mr. Lewis, who 
yesterday returned it to Pigott, saying that 
Mr. Parnell refused to have anything to do 
with him. 
Mr. Shannon, who is a Dublin solicitor, 
assisting the Times, was then called as a 
witness. 
He testified that on Sunday night 
Pigott gave him a written statement deny­ 
ing the confession made to Mr. Labouehero 
that he forged all the letters. 
Pigott said 
that he believed that those of the first 
batch were genuine. 
In tho second batch

of 
the 
Parnell 
letters were 
forged 
by 
himself and Casey. 
The 
third 
batch,

ters from Messrs. Davitt aud O’Holly 
were also forged by himself and Casey. 
Pigott added in his statement that having 
now stated tho truth and confessed before 
the world he thought the Times should deal 
leniently with him. 
Upon cross-examina­ 
tion * Mr. 
Shannon said ho had taken no 
steps to prevent Pigott from bolting. 
He 
expected him to appear in court. 
A n o th er “ C onfession.” 
Attorney-General Webster then read the 
following letter, written by Pigott on Sun 
day: 
“ I informed Mr. Labouchere on Satur 
day night that I forged all tho letters ' 
gave to tho Times. 
That is not so. 
I got 
tho first eleven letters from Casey at tho 
Hotel du Monde in Paris. I knew him well. 
“Murphy” was a fictitious name. 
Casey 
had lodgings, where I saw the letters in a 
bag that Byrne left there. 
Casey had 
them three months before I could induce 
him to sell them. 
I paid him three-fourths 
of the £500. 
These letters I believe to bo 
genuine. 
The second batch comprised two 
Parnell letters and one Egan letter. 
I 
forged the bodies of the Parnell letters and 
Casey forged the signatures. 
Casey gave 
me Egan's letter, which I do not doubt is 
genuine. 
The last batch comprised throe 
letters, Davitt’s 
and O’Kelly’s, which 
were similarly forged. 
Egan’s letters 
were genuine. 
No Egan letter that I 
gave the Times or Mr. Houston is forged. 
My evidence about Eugene Davis is correct. 
When making the statement to Mr. Labou­ 
chere I was afraid of a prosecution for 
forgery. 
Mr. Labouchere promised me 
that I would not bo prosecuted if I made a 
statement. 
He also said that although he 
would not give me*£2,000 he pledged his 
word of honor that tho Parnellites would 
give my children £2,000, and ho promised 
to see it expended for their benefit. 
This 
is the truth regarding the letters so far as 
I am connected with them. 
I ask ybu to 
intercede in my behalf with tho Times. 
I 
feel that I have treated the Times very 
badly. 
Having stated the truth and made 
a confession which brands me bofore the 
world a s a forger, I ask the Times to d$al 
with me leniently. 
I have been in difficult 
tie* and great distress for tfie last twenty 


years, and to support myself and family I 
havo been guilty of many acts that must 
disgrace ms.” 
The attorney-general produced Pigott’s 
affidavit stating that tho contents of the 
letter were true. 
Presiuing Justice Hannen here said: “ We 
eeem to have arrived at this point: Pigott 
states that he forged four letters, two of 
which were ascribed to Mr. Par hell, one to 
Mr. Davitt, aud one to Mr. O’Keily.”

Mr. Shannon, under cross-examination, 
said that he never gave Pigott a farthing.

T he D o cu m en ts Throwing* U g h ! on Pl* 
g o tt’s R ecord P rep ared in A m erica. 
L o n d o n, Feb. 27. —A gentleman high in 
authority in the prosecution of the caso 
says that up to last July Parnell, his coun­ 
sel, and colleagues were all at sea. 
They 
knew the letters were forgeries, but they 
had no way of proving it, nor were they 
able to discover tho forger. 
One day last 
July Father Maurice J. Burney of Chicago, 
111., called on Mr. Parnell at the House of 
Commons and said he had a package to 
deliver which had been placed in his hands 
tho night beforo ho sailed from New York. 
It contained, ho said, the evidence that 
would reveal tho forgeries and identify 
tho forger. 
The package had been in­ 
trusted to him by Mr. Egan and Alexander 
Sullivan of Chicago. 
Father Dorney in­ 
formed Mr. Purnell that only Sullivan, 
Egan, and himself, and possibly Patrick 
Ford of New York, were aware of the con 
tents of tho package, and at subsequent 
meetings of loading l ’arnellites it was de­ 
cided to koep the matter socret until the 
time came to spring it during the trial 
The gentleman continued: 
“ The discovery that Pigott was tho 
forger was made by Egan in Lincoln, Neb., 
while our detectives and experts were 
vainly trying to find a clew in Great 
Britain. 
Egan writes that ho was sorely 
perplexed by tho forged letteis, fac similies 
of which ho got in tho London Times. 
He 
considered as a possible forger each of 
several men whom the Parnellitos suspect. 
But none of them could have held letters 
from him which would have made tho 
spurious corno ‘tions possible. 
He recalled 
Richard Pigott, but ho had been so long 
dead in politics and covered with accumu­ 
lated shame that Egan dismissed him from 
his mind. 
In scrutinizing the forged fac 
similies ho finally discovered that one 
signed with his own name was written 
avowedly at a certain address in Paris, aud 
the recollection Hashed upon him that 
Pigott was the only man to whom he had 
ever given it. 
“ Egan searched his volumes of letters 
until ho found Pigott's. 
By comparing 
them with tho handwriting on the forged 
letters ho saw that ho had the forger. 
Ho 
submitted letters written by Pigott to ex 
perks, together with the fac-similes of tho 
forged letters. 
They immediately de­ 
tected characteristic peculiarities which 
were 
confirmed under the microscope, 
Egan had Pigott’s letters aud the forgeries 
photographed, and started for Chicago, 
where he placed all tho papers before 
Alexander Sullivan, who is also a solicitor. 
The brief was drawn up by him and 
Sullivan in tho latter’s office in Chicago, 
It related the chief incidents in Pigott’s 
career and sh owed that he had been a for­ 
ger years before, at one time falsely en­ 
dorsing a draft and collecting it. 
“ These facts Egan committed to writing. 
Ho had meanwhile ascertained the process 
fey which Pigott mad* tho sparidu* letters. 


He found among his papers some' letters 
written by him in which entire seiitehcea. 
appeared that were in the forged letters. 
Pigott had traced th£se sentences carefully, 
word for word. 
Then he interpolated or 
added other sentences or phrases complete­ 
ly changing the meaning of the Whole let­ 
ter, while prserving the integrity of por­ 
tions. 
Dates were also changed to make 
the criminal interpolations applicable to 
illegal events. 
Egan also found letters by 
Parnell which hail heqn similarly used. 
Photographs of all these and of Pigott’s 
lagging and blackmailing letters wero in­ 
closed i with the originals in the package 
with the memoranda recalling to Parn 3ll 
all the circumstances attending the writing 
or reception of tech. 
‘ ‘This was the precious piece of luggage 
the young clergyman took to Parnell. 
L ntil it came the Times case was as invul­ 
nerable as fraudulent. 
No hint of the con­ 
tents of tho package over became public 
until Parnell himself, in tho interview he 
had with Pigott in the presence of Labou­ 
chere and Lewis, asked Pigott certain 
questions which disclosed to the culprit 
that evidence was secured convicting him 
of the crime. 
Pigott either reported his 
fears to the Times or was watched by 
its detectives and traced into Parnell’s 
presence. 
Then he had to partly confess 
to his employers, and the attorney-general 
and his colleagues then compelled LeCaron 
to testify swearing that Parnell declared to 
LeCaron that he favored armed revolution 
and that Alexander Sullivan got him (Le 
Caron) into a secret revolutionary organ­ 
ization. 
This was for the purpose of 
breaking the force of Parnell’s informa­ 
tion about 
Pigott’s 
antecedents. 
But 
Pigott had no suspicion of the over­ 
whelming completeness of the knowledge 
conveyed in the package .to Parnell and did 
not realize until he got into Sir Charles’ 
clutches that no calumny could

Watkins* Examination 
B e g u n —Rumor 
of a Confession. 
Little R ock, Ark., Feb. 27.—Tho pre­ 
liminary examination of Robert Watkins, 
arrested at Pino Bluff last Friday charged 
with complicity in the ballot box robbery 
at Plummerville, Ark., on tho night of 
Nov. (>, was begun before United States 
Commissioner Waters at I o’clock Tuesday.

One witness testified to a conversation 
which occurred between Watkins, two other' 
persons, and himself, in whicn Watkins 
admitted he had covered the election judge 
with a pistol while the ballot box and poll- 
books wore secured. 
This witness admitted 
having been in jail at Morrilltown charged 
With embezzlemei-t.

The case was adjourned until Thursday 
murning, when other witn esses for both 
sides will be heard. 
It is rumored that a 
confession has been secured from one of tho 
persons implicated in the assassination of 
Clayton, and that twelve persons are di­ 
rectly concerned in tho crime.

is not generally believed. 


tfow the ^rctlteCl* of Buenos Ayre* 
fifiike Building* That Cannat Burn. 
It Ii curious that while we have such dis­ 
astrous and numerous fires in this and 
beighborlng countries there are modem 
cities not far off absolutely fire-proof, as 
Buenos Ayres and Montevideo. 
Yet it i3 
so easy to make houses fire proof with 
wood that many of the architects and 
builders of Buenos Ayres aud other towns 
probably never think they are building fire­ 
proof. 
They neither use iron nor the arch. 
As the province is without trees the builders 
have to use the hard woods from far up the 
river, which are dear, and so they use little, 
this being the whole secret. 
A hundred walking sticks may be placed 
two and a half inches from each other, anil 
yet a fire can not be made of them if they 
are spread grid-iron fashion, say across two 
little walls of brick, aud a fire kindled be­ 
low; It will burn through, say, four of the 
sticks which are in the flames, but there it 
ends. 
In the same way, if a wagon load 
of shavings and pieces of pino were pro­ 
vided, and half were packed under the best 
bed in a Buenos Ayres house, and the other 
half piled over it and set on tiro, the bon­ 
fire would eventually burn through four or 
five of the hardwood joists above anil tho 
bricks and tiles of the floor resting on tho 
same would fall through, but there it would 
end—the house could not be set on fire. 
The houses are built as follows, says tho 
Mexico Two Republics, tho m aterial being 
bricks. 
Each floor and tho roof (which is 
flat) are supported by joists of hardwood 
about the same distance apart as in this 
country; across these are laid flat rails of 
the same, and the spaces between thosi are 
bridged over by thin bricks 134 inches 
long, their ends resting on tho rails; an ­ 
other layer of bricks is then laid with lime, 
and generally on this a layer of flat tiles. 
The roof is exactly the same but has a 
slope of about one in thirty. 
Then thi 
doors and windows have no boxes, but 
simply frames, which arc set up on build­ 
ing the walls and built in. 
Thoro is no 
lathing or wainscot, nor skirting of tho 
bottom of tho walls. 
And all the wood is 
of tho hard and bardish kinds, slow to ig ­ 
nite. 
Thus tho houses are, as already said, 
absolutely fire-proof.

and his wife had been having trouble and 
he threatened her life. 
His wife left him 
and went to a neighbor’s for safety, and in 
a short time her husband followed her, tak­ 
ing with him a Winchester rifle. 
After 
first driving the people from the house, ho 
dragged his defenseless wife from her hid-- 
ing place and deliberately murdered her. 
He then went outside and placed the muzzlo 
of tjie gun against his left temple and fired, 
blowing the top of his head off.

leaving his house to hunt down his wife he 
locked the five children in tho building and 
deliberately set fire to it. 
After he left the 
burning building the children escaped by 
breaking a window and climbing out, aud 
are being cared for by friends. 


Florida Hunter W a* S h o t fo r a 
Jack -o’-Lantern. 
Capt. 
James Meredith of Clearwater, 
Fla., came very near losing his life at Do 
Soto a few nights since under circumstances 
the like of which has perhaps never been 
recorded. 
He was shot for a jack-o’- 
lantorn. 
Tho other night, just after dark, 
Capt. Meredith fixed a limiting lantern on 
his head and came a9horo to shoot raccoons, 
alligators, or any such game as lie might 
find along the beach. 
His light was seen 
from a near-by house, and was construed to 
bo something unaccountable, no ono being 
able to account for tho peculiar light, 
which would bo suddenly very brilliant and 
then as suddenly gone, tho result of Mere­ 
dith 
turning 
his 
head 
in 
different 
directions. 
Ono of tho occupants, 
deter­ 
mined to catch the jack-o’-lantern, set out 
witn a 32-caliber revolver. 
Ho hastened 
along the beach in the direction it had 
been last seen, hoping to bo in its neighbor­ 
hood when it should again show itself. 
It 
appears that Meredith had seen him com­ 
ing, but he didn’t seo him. 
When ho 
walked up within about fifteen feet M ere­ 
dith turned his face toward him, when tho 
lantern startled him by blazing in his eyes. 
He had seen nothing, and this sudden flash 
so excited him that before Meredith had 
time tb speak H am tired at the ghost. 
The ball entered tho cheek an inch or two 
below the eye, and now lies buried about 
three inches deep in Meredith’s head. 
A 
doctor was sent for, but could not get tho 
bullet, but tho patient is on tho road to a 
rapid recovery. 
Of course great regret is 
felt over tho affair, but Meredith appears 
to be tho most cheerful and least concerned. 


A Floating tfr«ol 
the Worst Ter* 
ror* of Mariners. 
Among the daubery of the treacherous 
sea that beS^t the pathway of ships there 
are few more terrible than what are termed 
‘•derelicts.” 
Fortunately they are of com- ' 
punitively rare occurrence, yet it i3 not too ! 
much to believe that more than one ship I 
which has never sailed home to port has J 
become the coffin of her crew from the I 
deadly impact of one of these pirates of the 
deep. 
A derelict is a wreck which has J 
been abandoned by man, to sink or swim 
as fate would have it. 
Often a vessel is so 
loaded that in tho shifting of the cargo a 
volume of air is confined in her hull suffi­ 
cient to keep her partly above water in 
spite of shipwreck and desertion. 
Again, 
ships loaded with lum ber will often sink so 
that their decks are awash, practically sub­ 
merged so far as the human eye can judge 
—moving reefs that range over the wide 
ocean at the mercy of the winds and cur­ 
rents. 
Such waterlogged wrecks have 
been found in the most distant and lonely 
seas, giving evidence of having floated for 
many years and many thousands of miles. 
C lark Russell in one of his sea tales makes 
a note of a waterlogged derelict of some 
six hundred tons burden having been met 
in tho South Seas two thousand miles from 
any continent. 
It need hardly lie said that 
such an enemy lies in deadly ambush, 
against which no provision is proof, no 
chart a safe guide, no lookout sontry sure 
on a murky night. 
It is in recent remem­ 
brance what wide-spread alarm was caused 
by the breaking loose of the Joggins timber 
raft. 
Only a few days since an account was 
published of a ship which was abandoned 
about eighteen months ago off tho Capo Cod 
coast, and was very recently stranded on 
one of the Orkney Islands. 
During a per­ 
iod of nearly a year and a half she had zig­ 
zagged in obedience to the blind forces of 
wind and current over a course of aliout 
three thousand miles. Tho direlict had been 
sighted during this period by many vessels, 
both steam and sail, and tho event duly 
recorded. 
How many ships passed close to 
this ambush of tho seas at night or during 
a fog it is impossible to tell. 
It is under­ 
stood that tho hydrographic office will soon 
publish a chart of the course of this aban­ 
doned ship, as far as can Lo traced, show­ 
ing tho strange caprices of her track over 
tho watery waste. 
Government ships, both naval and rev­ 
enue marine, have sjiecial instructions to I* 
vigilant in pursuit of derelicts, and to de­ 
stroy them I hi fore they have a chance to do 
mischief. 
Tho m ajority of marine disasters 
from storm occur near tho const and not in 
mid-ocean, so that most abandoned ships 
would !>o found within the ordinary cruis­ 
ing ground if detected before the wild 
forces of nature had swept them out into 
the remoter ocean. 
There are several methods of destruction 
used in sinking derelicts. 
Oftentimes dis­ 
charging shell or solid shot into the side of 
Hie wreck will open a vent for the confined 
air and thus deprive it of buoyancy, when 
it quickly finds its way to tho lower deeps. 
Again, especially in tho ca so of w ater­ 
logged ships, 
where buoyancy is not de­ 
pendent on air, the task becomes more diffi­ 
cult. 
In such instances the use of the spar- 
torpedd, 
attached and discharged by a 
boat’s crew, or sometimes even of tho fixed 
torpedo, fired by electricity from the cruiser 
itself, where tho use of the spar-torpeilo 
m ight endanger a crow, Is essential. Some­ 
times several torpedoes need to bo used to 
accomplish tho purpose in tho case of a 
timber wrock. 
There is scarcely a year 
during which ono or more of these terrible 
threats to ocean travel aro not removed by 
the vigilance of government vessels.

Charles island to come upon a man nearly 
nAked, carrying a pig on his back. He was 
quite as surprised as they, and was at first 
in great fear; but finally they got bim to 
talk.

hair and beard had grown

length and he had lost all 
notion of 
time. 
He said that 
some 
years before he had come from Chatham 
island with a party in search of a certain 
valuable moss, that he had deserted his 
companions, who had gone off without him, 
aud that since that tune he had been alone 
on tho island. 
He had lived on fruits and 
herbs; had captured wild cattle by setting 
traps for them, killed them with a spear 
made by tying his pocket-knife to a stick, 
and from their hides made a hut. 
He was 
glad to see men again, and asked to bp 
taken back to Chatham, which was granted, 
of course.
